"We will suppose ft rac«* ot uiiwarliko 
savages, living on au isiaDd where loaves 
and roMt mutton gnwvLpan all the trees,

Tiiev are no more ca[able ol 
producing wetJth than they would be 
hiid tiiey neither htuid-^ nor ni'i-.rl s. 
Their i.->run«l is rich, we will suppose, in 
coal and in metals; but thev sink no 
sluifts, 1)11 lid no furnaces, smelt no iron. 
And wf.yV There is no want to eotn])ol 
them to do so. A man who is always 
sure of sufficient U) eat, who sufTers 
nothing for want of either shelter or 
cl' ithiug, who has never seen or heard of 
wealth, «»r dreamed of the attractions it 
might liold out to liim — snoh a man wiii 
W hh-.i\KO<]v if any paiufiU exertion, hi* 
wiii be iijcapublo of raising himseli, and 
so will a nation of such men. Let us 
suppose, however, that a stranger arrives 
to our iv-<l;ind. ^ho contrives by some 
means or other lo posr-es* himself of all 
the bi'ead and of all the legs <4 mutton, 
and, v. itlidniwing theiu for a .-iugle day, 
makes the people feel the pan^s of hun- 
ger. In a single day energy is created. 
The thing that was not, is. Now we 
have ariaa find h.mds and intelli,crence, 
endowt'd on u .-U(lde.n with powt r and ac- 
tivity, and ready to be guided and partly 
iiifvirined by the intelbgt uft' o{ liim who 
c:in }4ive or withhoiil food. Now the 
li» lpl.'s.s, indolent, nerveless savages be- 
I'ome strong, nidustnoiis men. They 
have l)ftni tr:in.stigured and male dil!cr- 
ent beings by this one agency — the 
agency of want, with the prospect of 
having their w;int sutistied. Thus thev 
ore perfectly pliant to tinir despot's will 
— the Will of the man who is the irre-' 
sponsiblo disjienser of food. He sets 
them first to one labor, then to anotlu r; 
he tt aclies them verioiis arts. Metals 
are worke«i, roads axr* ma*le, a palace is 
built for him, and tUlf.l with furniture 
and oil manner of iiixurieH; his UhmX is 
serv^'d npto him in new and delicate ways; 
he is waited ui>on by a retinue of serv- 
ants. What ttien has luii)peneil to the 
Community duiiug this process? It has 
one very rich mau in it; all the rest arc 
j>.»or. litit is it tK>orer th.iu it was origi- 
nally? in no way. The pe( )ple origin- 
ally had as muob food as they oould eut. 
That WHS their only riches. They have 
as much food now. The only differenee 
is that before they receive it they are 
forced to emplov' the time they once 
wasted.— 'il/in^/ocA, in OonUmporary Be- 
view.

An Angel ri.sh rau^'Iif. 

An angel tish, said to be the first even 
brought to this city, was caught with a 
hook and line by some Italian fishermen 

twenty miles outside of Farallon Islands 
in very deep water br(>ught into the 
city and sold to an enterprising tobacco 
dealer on Montgomery street, where it 
was hui^g up in the window to excite the 
wonderment of passers-by. The sneci- 
men is about three and a half feet long, 
has a head as lartro ns n nnin*H, beneath 
which are a pair of vi;ig-lik»' fins, 
sprtading out ov^r two feet from t:p to 
tip, from the lowi r extremity of the 
wings~-th». y are Uiiich nl<''•^' li'>' wings 
than tins— and the Viody tnper> off to • 
small tail. The back of the fish is a 
dark and brownish color. >.li,T>:tIy 
mottled and studded with sharp, thorn- 
like protuberanos. The under s-ide i f 
the fi»h preseiit.s a most cniiinis appear- 
ance, being coli)red .md shaped tr<>iu t!io 
neck down the entire body like a human 
body. The thorax is rib-marked and 
the abdomen is singularly man-like, and 
the resemblance to the liunian organiza- 
tion is very remarkable. The novelty 
and rarity of the specimen drew to the 
store where it is exhibited a number of 
scientists. 

Charles Wolcott Brooks informed the 

Call reporter st nt to make the tisL's ac- 
quaintance that the one brought in by 
tlu; Italians ia a very rare specimen. It 
has heretofore been scientifically classed, 
but not generally known as a personal 
accpiaintance, so to say, by even the 
most favored few. Mr. Brooks stated 
that the squatina, speaking of it in a 
friendly manner, is a habitue of very 
deep water, where it pursues the very 
pleasant pastime of feeding on floundera 
aiiil Sides.

tht Quit Stream and Europe. 

There was a time within the human 
epoch, Bays James Oeikie, in an article 
on "The*Oiilf Stream and the Panama 
Canal," when the European climate was 
BO genial that many delicate southern 
■peoies of plants flouriBhed luxtulMiUy 
in ngiont where they cannot now ^pMl, 
Thus in the neighhorhood of Parii, the 
fig tree, Hie laurel of the Canary lalau Ju, 
and ofhar Sonfhem •pedaa, found a con- 
genial habitat. The Canary li^lanJ 
£kurel does not grow further north now 
than near Tonlon, on the borden of the 
Mediterranean. It flowers in winter, 
and repeated frosts would therefore pre- 
vent its reproducing its kind. That this 
plaiht fdmerlj flourished near Paris ia 
thus a striking pr»K)f of ohangcil climatic 
conditions, for the winters in Northern 
France must then have been extremely 
geniaL The land and fresh-water shells 
which were cou temper an eous witli tha^ 
remarkable flora in Northwestern Europe 
tell precisely the same tale, and this is 
Ktill further illustrated and coufirmed by 
the character of the mammalian fauna. 
Among the commoner animals at that 
time oocupants of England, France, etc., 
were hippopotami, ele])hants, rhinocer- 
oses, lions, tigers, hyenas, etc., and vast 
numbers of oerrine and boTine animals 
which still occupy the temperate latitudes 
of Europe. 

That such geiii d <^limatic conditions 
were due in large meattnre to a great in- 
crense in the vohiiue ( f warm writer 
flowing into the North Atlantic seems 
just as certain as that the Arctic climate 
of the glacial period wu"- lai frely induced 
1>_y a very coufcitlenhli' decivase or evt^n 
an entire stoppage of that lieut-beuriug 
current. The presenc » of many Mediter- 
' rnnean f-lit li-^ m the .ir.fient raised 
beaclxes of bcandiuavia, the occurrence 
of mussel banks in the coast-lands of 
Spitzhergen, the appearance here and 
there off t!ie co:ist« of Hotland, the 
Faroes and le* l uid, of Njurthern species 
of shell-fi-h, and the presence of i.solatt-d 
colonies of S'tntlu^ni mo l;i.-I:s in the 
Oulf of St. Lawrence, are all indicative 
of a former much greater influx of warm 
water into Northern regions than is now 
the case, Tlioso rem rliaMo colonie.s of 
Southern specie'* are 1 virur evidence of 
the last epoch of fxtrfrnt Iv genial con- 
ditio;;8 exj'eri Tceil in Northwestern 
Europe — an epo h during which great 
forest growths overspread wide regions 
in the North — cov( ring the British Is- 
land:s, the inn* r um 1 out-'T Hel)rides, tlie 
Orkneys and the Shetland Islands, all 
Norway up to the extreme north, and 
most cxfensivt' areas which to-daj li* 
6Ubmerg<id iu the sea. • 

First Temperance Law. 
The following extract from Hon. Chas. 

B. F1o(h1's corresponilenc^ to the Cin- 
cinnati J-Jtifjuinr, under the head of 
**01d Times Politics, * shows how Ohio's 
first temperance !«'-islati'>n under the 
present Constitution was adopted : 

"The i i.s^age of the first temperance 
law afiordoil an illu»tratii>n of the want 
of good fuitli which not unfrequeutly 
bho^vs itseli iii legi:jlutive doing.s. It re- 
quires a majority of the votes of the 
members elected to each branch of the 
Legislature to pass a bill, and in all cases 
the yeas and nays are required. The 
temperance law was being pas-cd the 
yetus and nays were being called -w hen 
the Clerk disc.>vered a member, pencil 
in hand, keeping; cotmt of the vote. The 
member had eviJentiy been drinkhig, 
and, although tho call was made slowly 
and distinctively to give the member a 
chance to keep a correct ac^unt, yet he 
missed it by one vote.
